Rainfall—Has been decidedly more important than for some weeks it. The 
heaviest average falls have occurred in Orissa, which has received 1-16 inches; South-W: 
Bengal and Chutia Nagpur have received an average fall of 0:40 inch, and Bast Bengal 
one of 0-26 inch, ‘he fells in the other districts have, however, been so-small as to be quite 
unimportant. Com; with the normal, Orissa has reosived a large excess for the week, 
South-West Bengal a decided excess, and Vhutia Nagpur a slight excess; but in all other 
districts the rainfall has been in rather large defect of the normal. 
The following table gives the summary of the temperature and rainfall data of each of 
the seven meteorological divisions of the provinee for the week ending Friday, the 14th of

3. On the Midnapore Canal only 29°67 inches of rainfall were regi 
against 51°42 in the previous year. There was an active demand for water, 
especially at the end of the season ; and the discharge of the Cossye, on which * 
less reliance can be placed than on any other river in Bengal used as a source 
of supply, was fairly well maintained. The returns show a nominal decrease 
on this canal of 1,078 acres; but as the supply in 1888-8 was admittedly 
insufficient, and large remissions on the area had in consequence to be 
granted, the results of 1889 90 really indicate an improved state of affairs. 

4, Inthe three districts watered by the Sone Canals, the rainfall from 
July to October was below the ayerage and much below the rainfall of the 
previous year. The season, however, was not an unfavourable one as far as the 
rice crop was concerned, for rain continued to fall until a late date in September, 
Ab which then occurred and lasted till nearly the end of the Aathia 
(25th September to 8th October) produced a strong demand for water fur irriga- 
tion; and though there was rain on 8th October, the subsequent showers in 
that month were insignificant. During the 30 days from 21st September 
to 20th October, the Sone Canals in this as in the preceding year were worked 
almost to full power, but the pressure during this period was not as acute as 
in the corresponding period in 1888-89; and the area to which water was — 
supplied shows a small falling off In five-year leases, however, notwithstanding 
that 45,455 pe had lupsed ou the Ist April 1889, and that applications for 
29,788 acres Mere refused on the ground that the village channels were not of 
the required standard, and for other good reasons, there is an increase of 16,000 
sid so that the deficiency already noted took pluce entirely in annual kharif 

eases.
